YOKOHAMA. 

The Pacific Mail steamer Japan arrived at San Francisco on 
16th Feb. with dates from Yokohama to Jan. 22. The San Fran- 
cisco papers publish the following, which has not been considered 
of sufficient importance to telegraph to London:— 


Troubles have broken out in the Owake-ken-Kinsin district. 
Dec. 29 nearly 40,000 men assembled in and attacked and des- 
troyed the village of Funio, levelling to the ground the houses of 


officials. Some of tho wertlthy families fled to the village of 
Youdzouki When the principal officers of Owake ke went to 


the rioters and attempted to reasm with their leaders they were 
assaulted, some of them being killed and others wounded.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates are ty the 16th Jan. No later mail had arrived out. 

The following summary is from the North China Herald :— 

The annual meeting of the North Chiaa branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society was lield at the Society's rooms, F. B. Forbes, 
Esq., president,in the chair. The annual report having been read 
and passed, and new members elected and proposed, Dr S. Wells 
Williams detailed, in au interesting manner, some reminiscences 
of his experiences in China between 1533 and 1842. Mr. Med- 
hurst moved a vote of thanks to Dr. Williams, which was supple- 
mented by Dr, Macgowan and by the president. 

At a meeting of the Consular body it was decided to refer the 
alleged encroachmeut on the Yankinpang Creek, by the French 
municipality, to the arbitration of two of the Consuls, is being 
understood that the Consul-General for France shali be one, and 
preg arbitrators may add a third member of their body if they 
think fit. 

The Cadiz reports having on her last passage toSwatow passed 
a large iron vessel bottom up, on Comet Rock, close to Reef Island, 
which we presume to be the Sedan. There were a number of 
Chinese boats hovering round her, and a heavy sea breaking 
around, This was on the 4th of January. Oa the return trip the 
Cadiz passed within three quarters of a mile of Comet Rock, bus 
not a vestige of the vessel was to be seen, and the inference is, as 
we suggest in our report, that the hull has broken in two and 
slipp d off the rock into deep water, there being twelve fathoms 
close alongside of where she struck. 

Further evidences of the scverity of the weather on the coast 
are daily appearing, in the form of ve-sels which have suffered 
more or less damage, and fears are entertained for others which 
may have been caught in it. ‘lhe apprehensions which were ex- 
pressed as to the safety of the American three-masted schooner 
Spray, bound from Newchwang to Nagasaki, and which were 
partly justified by the report of the captain of the Bertha on his 
return the other day to the latter port from the Loochoos, have 
received further coufirmation from private letters. These state 
that the vessel foundered at sea, and that the captain and crew, 
after passing 10 days on a raft, were ull lost, with the exception 
of two Japanese, who reached the Loochooan const.

The steamer Vansing arrived from Chefoo on Saturday, several 
days overdue. ‘She had, it turned out, been engaged to go to the 
wreck of the Southland on Kyming Island, and it being found 
that no assistance could be rendered, she returned to Chefoo. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 23rd Jan. The outward French mail of 
6th Dec. arrived on the 16th Jan. 

The meeting of the China Traders’ Insurance Company was 
held on the 18th Jan., and the report of the directors, which will 
appear in our next. was unanimously passed. 

His Imperial Highness the Grand Duke Alexis returned to the 
colony in the Russian corvette Svetland together with Admiral 
Possiet, on the 15th inst. His present visit is entirely private. 
It is understood that he will proceed to Manila shortly, and will 
return to Hong Kong to be present at the approaching race meet- 
ing. Theanaual distribution uf prizes at the Government Central 
School took place on the 21st inst., his Excellency the Govern--r 
presiding. The school is progressing fairly, and the hest hopes 
for its future usefulness were expressed by the Rev. Dr. Legge. 
and other speakers at the meeting. Low-a-Puak, one of the con- 
victs who ran away after knocking down the turnkeys in the 
street, has been recaptured at British Kowloong. The steamer 
Sual, of 456 tons capacity, the larzest yet built in Hong Kong, 
was launched from Messrs. Inglis and Co.’s yard on the 18th 
inst. Considerable interest was taken in the event, and among 
the visitors were his Excellency the Governor, Lady and Miss 
Kennedy, and his Imperial Highness the Grand Duke Alexis. 
The Venerable Archdeacon Gray delivered a very interesting and 
erudite lecture on “ Arabia and its Faith.’ at the City Hall on 
the 21st inst. It is stated that the Honourable Mr. Ball, Judge of 
the Summary Court, will leave Hong Kong shortly, and it is 
understood that he will protably resign the post. 

On the 13th Jan. H M.S. Curlew arrived from the Loochoo 
Islands having on board the five survivors of the British ship 
Benares. Capt. Anderson, lost in October last, in a cyclone on the 
Isiand of Okinawa-sime. Their names are :—William Baillie, 
William Dinnell, Peter Tetersen, Charles Westburn, and Harold 
Palmer (apprentice). The natives treated them most kindly, 
offering a junk to take them to Shanghai. This, however, they 
refused. being without a chart or compass, and having lost all 
their officers. 


COCHIN CHINA. 


SAIGON. 

Tue unofficial paper in Saigon, ZL’ Independant, says that, 
according to the Journal d'Outre Mer, Admiral Dupre. Governor 
of Cochin China, carried with bim ou his return recently from 
home definite instructions as to the manner in uhich a French 
Protectorate should be exercised over the Annamite Provinces go- 
verned by the Empercr Tu-Duc. The Independant says that an 
expedition to effect this has been resolved upon, and its accom- 
plishment is ouly a question of date. There are plenty of rea- 
sons, according to the Jadcependant, to justify such a step, and for 
addressing a most peremptory ultimatum to the Court of Hué. 
The Hué Government has always been in flagrant complicity with 
all the conspiracies and revolts against French authority in 
Cochin China. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE.

The event of the week is the trial, in the Supreme Court, of 
Aaron Raphsel Joshua, the manager of the firm of Joshua and 
Brother, for criminal breach of trust committed against the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China. 

The firm of Joshua and Brother was a long established one, 
and enjoyed first class credit, being believed to be very wealthy. 
There were two partners. brothers, one of whom is now in Cal- 
cutta and the other in Damascus. Tie accused is the son of 
the partner in Calcutta, signed for the firm, per procuration. and 
has been in charge here since about the beginning of 187]. 
There was no evideuce called for the defence, a clever lawyer’s 
speech being considered to be quite sufficient. This expectation 
turned out to Le correct, for the intelligent jurors who heard the 
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——————r 
case, after considering the matter for four hours, returned 4 unani- 
mous verdict of not guilty. There is only one opinion about 
this result, and that is that a more glaring instance of miscarriage 
of justice never occurred. 

We have called attention to the way in which the coolie triffic. 
is carried on between China and these Settlements. Some regula, 
tions are imperatively called for, for the sake of humanity and th 
credit of the nation and there can be no difficulty in imposin 
them if only the Straits Government would bestir itself, and 
besides making representations to the Chinese authorities, call 
upon the foreign Consuls to unite with it in its action in the 
matter, by exerting their influence and authority over the captains 
of vessels engaged in the trade. 

The Chinese New Year’s Day fell this 
was celebrated with the usual festivities, 
unusally abnormal firing of crackers. 

The most of the European houses have at last plucked up 
courage enough to grapple with the evils of the credit system. 
A circular has been sent round and numerously signed, by which 
all who sign bind themselves for the future not to sell on credit 
beyond three months—to pass all promissory notes through the 
banks—to compromise with no insolvent for less than 50 per 
cent. —and not to resume business with any insolvent trader who 
has not paid 75 per cent. This circular is to be deposited in the 
archives of the Chamber of Commerce, and translations of it in 
the various native languages distributed throughout the bazaar. 

The American corvette Lackawanna departed yesterday without 
the customary salutes having been exchanged during her stay 
here, these having been given and returned at Pinang whilst H. 
I. the Governor was there. The salute of the Hayarin, Russian 
man-of-war (delayed for H.E.’s arrival), was fired this morning 
and returned from Fort Canning. We understand that the 
Rayarin will leave to-day. 

It would seem probable that the days of H.M.S. Zebra on this 
stution are numbered. She was surveyed in August last by 
Lloyd’s Surveyor and then reported in a very rotten condition, 
but pronounced seaworthy enough for a voyage home, provided 
the guna and other heavy weights were removed from her. 

Our old friend, the s. 8. Chow Phya, which was detained in 
Bangkok from the 28thJuly last to the 16th Jan., was. we are 
informed, recently sold by order of the Siamese Minister for 
Foreign Affairs ; she realised $19,968, and her purchasers are said 
to be the Rajah of Junk Ceylon, Mr. Goolah Mahomed, a Parsee 
merchant, and others. The Chow Phya was built thirteen years 
ago at Hartlepool, at a cost of $63,000. 

Tho 8.8. Thales, which left for China, will not be here again 
for some time. On arriving in Hong Kong she will go into dock 
to undergo a thorough overhauling ; the present saloon is to be 
done away with to increase her carrying capacity, and a new one 
built on deck: These repnirs and alterations will probably take 
two or three months to complete. 

Trade aud matters generally at Bangkok appear to be just now 
particularly dull. We are informed that some of the European 
residents at Bangkok are turning attention to the cultivation of 

epper and tobacco. The Siamese tobacco exhibited at the Exhi- 
Ficne of London and Paris was pronounced excellent, but the 
cigars as yet turned out from Bangkok have not a very good re- 
putation, probably because the Siamese are ignorant of the pro- 
per process of dressing and preparing the leaf. 

The last steamer from Manila brought hither, en route to Eu- 
rope, the late Spanish Governor-General ; his successor left this 
for Manila on the 24th Dec. The s.s. Shurpshooter arrived tow- 
ing the s.s. Japan, the latter having broken her shaft when about 
thirty miles out from Penang, on ber last downward trip. She 
will be repaired as Tanjong Pagar Dock.

IMPORTS. 


YoxouamMa.—The market since the date of our last report had con- 
tinued in about the same state as before, a moderate business having 
been done. During the New Year's holidays, as usual, a great slack- 
ness was manifest. Stocks were accumulating in consequence of the 
continued firmness of native holders, whilst the home advi ve 
no encouragement to purchasers. The continued high price Sah 
can Dollars against native currency acted most prejudicially on busi- 
ness. The demand for Piece Goods was very light, but for Metals 
ratcs were maintained, and a good demand existed for suitable assort- 
ments of rods, bars. and especially shect. ‘Tin plates had been quite 
cleared off the market. 

CHEFOO.— Messrs. Wilson, Cornabe and Cos. Circular says :—There 
has been a fair amount of business done in Cotton Goods, though rates 
obtained, contrary to expecta'ion, show a decline on those last quoted, 
caused principally by the low prices roling in Shanzhai which bas had 
a depressing effect on our markets. Woo!lens are in moderate enqui Ys 
though sales effected have been at improved rates, Metals bave been 
in very limited request. and prices at the moment for both Irun aad 
Lead are more or less nominal, 

Hankow.—There had been a fair business, considering the season 
of the year. It had, however, been in a great mensure of a specala- 
tive character. Owing to the near approach of the Chinese New Year 
& quiet market was to be expected. 
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Swanc’ A1.—The bbsineas transacted during the week had not been | aud some of the settlements of No. 2 Tsatlee which had lately taken 


very extensive, nor had the market been quite so animated as it was 
immediately preceding the departure of last French mail; still a 
fairly active general enquiry had prevailed, but sales had been limited, 
owing principally to the indisposition of holders to close with current 
offers. 

Honea Kone.—The mail steamers had brought forward small sup- 
plies of manufactured goods, and the Ngassa, railing vessel, had 
arrived with a general cargo. At the commencement of the fortnight 
a fair business was done in the staple articles of Manchester mana- 
facture, and prices in some cases gradually improved, but at the close 
the dealers were fairly supplicd, and with the Chinese holidays so close 
at hand were not anxious to purchase further. Advices from the 
coast ports were not very encouraging, but supplies in the hands 
of the native dealers were supposed to be generally upon a limited 
acale. 

Foocsow.—The gales had been as followa:—Grey Shirtings, none. 
T-Cloths; Common, 2,000 pieces at $2to 2.025 per piece, 90 days. 
Lead: No sales. 

Canton.— Lead continued to be asked for, and rates showed a deci- 
ded advance, sales of best quality having been effected at $7.25 per 

icul. A fairamount of business had transpired, and stocks were 
ing reduced, no supplies having come to hand of late, owing to the 
inquiry in Hong Kong. 

ATAVIA.—There had been very little business in Cotton Mannfac- 
tures. The dulneas usually prevalent for a tew weeks hef>re the Chi- 
nese New Year had set in, no transactions of any importance had 
taken place, and it was not likely that any business worthy of note 
would result until that festival had fairly passed over. The natives 
also were busy on the rice fields, conseqnent on the more plentiful 
supply of rain. Pricea of most manufactured goods had already 
reached a very low point, and importers did not seem inclined to 
make any further concession. 

Sincapons. —The Chinese holidays had interfered with trade, very 
little business had been done, and the market would not re-open for 
some days. 

Prvana.—Owing to the commencement of the Chinese New Year 
the market had been very dull. Transactions had heen limited to 
immediate local requirementa, and prices generally had ruled in favour 
of buyers. The steamera Deucalion. Glenroy, and Chin Kiang, from 
London, and the British bark Aindostan, with coals from Newcastle, 
had arrived, bat had landed but a very small supply of piece goods for 
this port.

™ Yoxowama.—The market had been fairly active. Settlements had 
been made to the extent of about 7,500 picals, principally of the 
medium classes, for which grades the teamen were firm ; for the higher 
kinds there was a somewhat easier tendency. Supplies were to a cer- 
tain extent limited, but it was believed that there was a fair stock up 
country. Quotations :—Common, nom. 21 to 24; Good common, 26 
to 28; medium, 30 s9 33; good medium, 35 to 88; fine, 89 to 43; 
finest 44 to 48 per picul. 

Hankow and Krox1ana.—No business had been done. 

SaancHaL—Black : The amount of business transacted had been 
small, and showed no material alteration in the market. Purchases 
had conaisted chiefly of Hohow produce, which bad been taken at 
about former rates. The ateck was reduced to avery small compass. 
Lattlementa for the fortnight, 1.370 chests. Re-shipments on owners’ 
account, 247 chests. Stock, 2,200 chests. Green: An increased 
inquiry from English buyers setting in early in the interval had 
resulted in a larger business than has been transacted for some time 
previously. Values had ruled somewhat irregularly ; only in exception- 
able cases could purchases be made at previous rates, buyers having to 
submit to more or less of an advance. With the exception of a parcel 
of fine lines fine Teenkai at Tis. 52 per picul—the prices paid had been 
gboat as follows :—For Moy une, Tis. 293 to 43; for Tvenkai, Tis, 36 
to 44; Fychow, Tis. 27 to ig ; Pingsuey, Tls. 29 to 48 ; Local- packed 
Tle. 27 to 42. Settlements, 31,491 half-cheste. Re-shipments, 277 
half-cheata, 

Foocnow.—Arrivals from the country had ceased. The business 
of the fortnight had been but trifling, and no change was noted in 
Yates. 

Canton,—Rates continued without alteration, although a fair quan- 
tity of transactions were reported, settlements aggregating some 
11,000 packages of all descriptions. The near approach of the native 
New Year was bringing business generally into a very narrow com. 
pass, the various hongs being engaged in closing their annual accounts, 
and in preparing for the customary festivities. 


SILKE. 

pCnaRemA == Deniers were very firm in their demands, and al- 
the- ‘tipkere was no great amount of business doing, the tendeucy 
of prices was decidedly upwards. 

SHaNnaHal.— Mesirs. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular says :—Telegrams 
down to the 4th January report “Chop thirds, 28s. 6d.; blue Ele- 
phants, 25s. 3d.; red peacocks, 24s. Stocks—China’s 26,500 bales, 
Cantons 2,900 (query 9,200), Japans 7,600.” Later private messages 
have been received via Hong Kong reporting disasters in the silk 
trade. Notwithstanding the bad advices, however, buying still con- 
tinuez, and traneactions for the fortnight tot up 2,100 bales (about 350 
beiug fur America), a considerable portion of which goes forward as 
remittances. Dealers are now meeting the demand pretty freely, owing 
to the near approach of the China New Year and their anxiety to re- 
duce stocks at that period, besides which it is said there are still 7,000 
bales to come frum the country, and prices there are following the de- 
cline in Shangbai. 

Cansost, — information to hand of certain failures in London had 
had little or no effect on the market. The dealers remained very firm, 
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place showed a decided rise, one parcel of fairly c'ean to clean No. 2 
having realised $549 per picul. On the whole during the fortnight 
the market had been quiet, transactions being estimated at 150 bales 
inall. In Re-reels there had been a fair amouat of activity : goods 
Nos. 1 to 2 Cotugown were most. in demand, xo called Cumchucks and 
Lacklows being simply Re-reeled Nos. 2and 3. Tsatlees were un- 
usually foul. Contracts amounted to 600 boxes, the whole of which 
were gaid to be intended for America.

A survey has been held at Weymouth, 
Feb. 26. on the Gaston, from Colombo to London, which put in there 
after collision, and the vessel will haye to proceed to Southampton in 
tow of a steamer as soon as possible ; a telegram from Hurst Castle, 27, 
announces the Gaston was towed in at 7.30 p.m. for Southampton. 
Advices from New York, Feb. 15, atate that the Francis (barq.), from 
Singapore to Boston, stranded on the beach at Provincetown, ha 
broken in two, and her main mast had gone through her bottom. The 
Susanne, Bux, from Butavia to Holland, arrived off Brams Point, 
Jan. 14; having sprung a leak, che discharged a portion of her 
cargo into schooners, and was being towed into Surinam when the 
tow rope broke, and the veseel got aground, bumping heavily; 2,330 
bags of coffee were thrown (? overboard) on the 20th, and 2,535 bags 
more on 29th ; a survey was held on board Feb. 1, and the cargo 
was to be diecharged, in order that the veseel might be fully surveyed 
afterwards. The Eugenie (German ship), Nose, from Java, with sugar, 
which put into St. Thomas’ Feb. 6, with cargo shifted, was surveyed 
the following day and found to be quite tight and uninjured; the 
hatches were opened and the cargo appeared sound; the surveyors re- 
commended the cargo in the between decks to be discharged, and all 
her cargo, if neceseary, to be re-stowed. Advices from Rotterdam, 
February 27, state that the Guttenberg, Braren, which arrived 
at Texel, 26, from Batavia, reported having encountered heavy 
W.N.W. gales and snowstorms in the Channel, during which she lost 
topgallant masts, &c. Advices from Malta, Feb. 22, state that the 
Sunfoo (str.), from Singapore to London, which put in there very 
leaky, 16, had been placed in dry dock, and the leak was found to 
have-kyen caused by a Kingston valve being broken and destroyed ; 
two bindes of her propeller are also broken; these damages will be 
made good, and the vessel would be probably ont of dock 26.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
WILLIS V. SAUNDERS. 

This was an insurance caee which has been tried (for the second 
time) before the Lord Chief Justice and a special jury. The policy 
on which the dispute arose was on the Blackadder, a China clipper, 
valued at £14 000, on a voyage from London to Shanghai. The de- 
fendant, who was the first of the underwriters, is chairman of Lioyd’s 
Committee. The ship was built, under the inspection of two of Lioyd’s 
surveyors, at the best price, and specially for the China trade, with a 
view to racing home on the homeward voyage to secure priority in the 
delivery of her cargo. She was with that view heavily “sparred ” and 
rigged, so as to carry a3 much sail as possible; and it was admitted 
that the ship was making as much epeed as possible on her outward 
voyage in order to get the first teas. With this view it carried very 
high masts, and the whole weight of the upper masts and the yards 
and eails reeted on the “cheeks” of the lower masts, a kind of pro- 
jection for the purpose. The ship was quite new, and this was her 
firat voyage. On the 23rd of March, 1870, she sailed, and on the 8lat 
symptome of weakness were observed in the riveta of the cheeks of the 
mainmast, and chains were fastened round to secure it. The weather 
was equally, the ship was pluoging amid heavy head seas, and it was 
letting in a great deal of water. This weather continued through 
April; there were heavy bead seas; 80 it continued at the beginning 
of May; and on the 7th of May the cheeks of the mainmast elipped 
down, the “rivets” having ‘‘started.” Next day there was a strong 
gale and heavy ses, and the ship was plunging heavily. The sails 
were taken in, a hurricane came on, and the ship laboured heavily. 
At midnight all hands were called on deck, the ship was plunging 
heavily in the trough of the tea, the sea was running half as bigh as 
the lower mast ; the mainmast broke off, carrying away the etays, and 
going overboard, taking with it several of the yards. This occurred 
2,000 miles from the Cape, but the ship reachcd the Cape, where it 
was repaired, the mainmast being replaced and the chceks eecurely 
fastened with rivets, and the ship was able to complete the voyage. In 
the protest at the Cape it was stated that it was feared the cheek 
rivets were weak, and the captain had admitted that the rivets of the 
cheeks of the mainmast were giving way, and this was entered in the 
log on the 3lst of March. This action was brought to recover for the 
damage dene, about £3,000. The claim was resisted by the under- 
writers, on the ground that the vessel was not “seaworthy” as re- 
garded the masts, and that, eapecially, the cheeks of the mainmast 
were not well riveted. The action was tried last year, and a verdict 
was returned for the plaintiff, but a new trial was granted. 

The present proceedings commenced on the 24th alt., and were not 
yet concluded unti! the 28th, when the jury were unable to agrec, and 
had to be discharged without giving averdict. Mr. Giffard, Q.C., Mr.

fendant. 
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COURT OF CHANCERY. 
« PAIBBAIRN V. LAY.—SMITH V. LAY. 

The hearing of these suits was commenced on the 22nd ult., and 
lasted until the 25th, before Lord Justice James, sitting for Vice- 
Chancellor Sir J. Wickens. Mr. Kay, Q.C., and Mr. Muacaaghten for 
the plaintiffs in the first suit; Mr. Amphlett, QC., and Mr.H M 
Jackson, Q.C.. for the plaintiffs in the second suit ; Mr. Cotton, QC., 
Mr. Eddis. Q.C., Mr. Nasmith (of the Common Law Bar), and Mr. 
Crossley for Mr. Lay ; and Mr. Parke for Captain Sherard Osborn in 
the cross suit. 

Mr. Lay, C.B., the principal defendant in the two suits, as Com- 
missioner to the Japanese Government, was instrumental in bringing 
out the Japanese Nine per Cent. Loan. Mr. Thomas Fairbairn and 
Captain Sherard Osborn were plaintiffs in one suit, and Mr. William 
Smith and Mr. Augustus Henry Novelli in the other. The object of 
both suits was to cstablish a partnership between the four latter gen- 
tlemen and Mr. Lay in respect of that loan. ‘The two snits were 
rendered necessary by some dealings which were supposed to put twu 
of the four claimants on a different footing from the other, but which 
it is not necessary further to allude to. The four gentlemen other than 
Mr. Luy are connected in business, and are each directors of one or 
more of the following concerns: —The Fairbairn Engineering Com- 
pany, the Telegraphic Construction and Maintenance Company and the 
Consolidated Bank. Mr. Lay ia well acquainted with Oriental matters, 
and is acquainted with the Chinese written language, which is also used 
by the higher officialsin Japan. In the early part of the year 1869 it was 
arranged between the parties that Mr. Lay should proceed to China, and 
endeavour to obtain concessions from the Chinese Guvernment for loans, 
the construction of railwaya and telegraphs, and other works of the 
kind, in the profits from which they should all share; that Mr. Lay 
should in the first place have, after paying expenses, a epecial haul for 
himself, which it was afterwards arranged should be £2,000 ; that the 
remainder should be divided into six parta, of which he was to take 
two and the other adventurers one each. £1000 was advanced 10 
Mr. Lay, and he proceeded to China, where he waa unsuccessful. He 
then went to Japan, and in the latter part of 1869, by means of his 
knowledge of the Chinese written language. he was enabled to get 
direetly at the higher officials, was appointed Comuniasioner, and ob- 
tained two concessions from the Japanese Governmeat—one to bring 
out a loan for £1,000,000 sterling, the other for the construction of a 
tailway. Under the first conceasion Mr. Lay was to provide the Japan- 
ese Government with the loan of a million sterling, to have the 
money ready in London on the 3lat of May, 1870; to send it out 
to Yokohama, to be there not later than the 3lat of July, 1870; 
to pay freight and insurance for so much as was sent in Mexican 
dollars, for what was sent in other money the Japanese Government 
were to pay cost of transit, and he was to be paid interest at twelve 
per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly, and that the loan 
should be repaid in twelve years, at the rate of £100,000 a-year, be- 
ginning at the third year, It was afterwards arranged that this loan 
should be paid in London to the Oriental Bink. Mr. Lay came home. 
Attempts were made to place the loan through Mesara. Rothschild, 
Mesers. Thomson, Bonar, and Co., and other sources. Finally, it was 
takea up by Messre. Erlanger and Co., of Paris, and floated through 
their agents, Messrs. Schroeder and Co, as a £9 per cent. loan. Sub- 
sequently, the Japanese Government threw over Mr. Lay and can- 
celled his appointment as Commissioner, and repudiated the contract 
so far as he was concerned, thongh they accepted the loan as far as the 
subscribers were concerned. This they did on the ground of alleged 
fraud ; but, asthe Judge said, in the course of the proceedings, and 
was admitted by all parties, really in consequence of intrigues carried 
on in the absence of Mr. Lay from Japan. They paid him a sum of 
£18,000, and Messrs. Erlanger a sum of £57,000, and these suits were 
to obtain a declaration of partnership and a division of the profits of 
the £18,000. Various defences were set up by Mr. Lay. the principal 
of which was that his co-adventurers had not performed their part of 
the arrangement, which was that they should float the loan by means 
of the Consolidated Bank or some friends of theirs; that they had 
neglected or been unable to perform this, and obligcd him to have 
recourse to Messrs. Erlanger, from whom he obtained hard terma. 

The Judge eaid though the case had taken a long time, when sifted 
it resolved itself intoa simple onc, and a Partnership between these 
five gentlemen had clearly been established. It was necessary to have 
recourse to Mesers. Erlanger or some other persons whose special busi- 
‘ness it was to bring out loans; and it did not appear that if the busi- 
ness had been done by the Consolidated Bank or Messrs. Rothschild 
they would have charged any less. This was a business which could 
not have been done by the partnere themselves, and there was nothing 
to show that it was contemplated they should not have recourse to the 
ordinary market for that purpose. Mr. Lay had made much lets pro- 
fit than he expected ; that was owing to the bad faith of the Japanese 
Government, over which the Court had no control. But 2 partner- 
abip was clearly established, and the ordinary decree must be made.

KOOPMANSCHAP AND CHINESE COOLIES. 

The New York Journal of Commerce says :—*‘* Koopmanschap, 
who once promised to be a great philanthropist hy the double policy 
of relieving China of surplus labour and adding to that scant commo- 
dity here, has been strangely silent of late. We now hear from him 
through our Wavhington correspondent, at a date as far back as 
November. He was then revolving a scheme for throwing 30,000 
Chinamen into San Domingo, under the auapices of the Samana Bay 
Company, which has since got some kind ofa foothold in that country. 
The scheme would be feasible, if money could be raised for it, and we 
shoald be much more credulons of any good to come from the future 
anuexation of Sun Domingo if the present indolent negroes there wera 
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replaced by industrious Chinese. There would seem to be a2 “et little 
scheme of conquest under Koopmanschap's innocent propaga. We 
hear of the ease with which 39,00? Chinese could ‘clean ::’ all the 
negroes in San Domingo and laytito boot. There is little proha- 
bility, however, that a question ao iater-sting to ethuologists aud 
mi'itary mea will ever be settied in Sin Domingo. It is oot in that 
part of the world, but here, that chesp Chinese labour is wanted. 
Koopmanschap cao find a market at the South, and gradually at the 
North, for all he cin umport. With some exceptions, and those readily 

explained by the m-dllinz of Chinese shirpers who murcilessly prey 

upon their compatriot: this n:w system of labour works well as che 

South. Too much of it cinnot b2 hal there, and we know no reason 

why Koopmanschap does not traus‘er thousands of Chinase to the 

cotton-fields. If he can supply 31,009 to San Domingo, he ought, 
under the fir greater inducements in this country, to bring more than 

that number to the United States. He ia probably apprehensive that 

Congress will passa law prohibiting the importation of Chinese labour, 

and that contracts he might make and expenses he might incur would 

all be lost to him in that event. There is, it must be owned, some 

danger that a Government which keeps up a high protective tariff 

would commit the stupendous folly of repelling cheap, good, steady 

labour. A serious effurt is now made by x number of Pennsylvania 

cutlera to have such a law pissed. The petition which ~hay present is 

malicious and unjust to the Chinese, and repe its the old absurdity that 

engaging those p:ople by contract is ‘a manifest attempt to revive the 

institution of slavery.’ Bat itis not without force in a high-tariff 

view, and it appeals atroayly to vulzar pr-judices. Yet we are uawil- 

ling to believe that Congress will be foolish enough to make a law 

excluding Chinese immigrants, but as long as the mutter is in abeyance 

Koopmunschap may properly be shy of taking risks.” 





Cuarue Acatnst an Bx-Cutnese Customs Orrtcrau.—At the Man- 
sion-house Police Court on ‘Touraday a young man, named Sparrow 
Knight, wa, charged with creating a disturbance and annoying Me. 
Batebelor, the azeat for the Imperial Chinese Custom, Service, at his 
offi :ea, io King William-street. Tne cireamstances were very peculiar. 
It appeared that the p isoner had for several veirs been in the em- 
ployment of the Imperial Customs Agency in China, and his salary 
was between £600 and £700 per annum. About fifteen months ago 
he unfortunately became insane, and being unable to perform the 
duties of his office, he was diacharged and sent home to Eagland, 
where he had friends, as a distressed British sunject. Ever since he 
had been in this country be had been making incessant applications to 
be reinstated, which was, of course, entirely oat of the question, as, 
although harmles-, he was undoubtedly insane. He was also in tie 
habit of writing to Lord Granville, Mr. Gladstone, and other members 
of the Government, asking tuem to exert their influence to vel him 
reinstated. Sir R. Caden expressed his surprise that a man who was 
receiving a salary of £709 a year should have been sent to England 
without some communication being made to his friends of his con- 
dition, in order that they might have an opportunity of taking ch ige 
of him. Mr. Ba:chelor siid he believed tha: at the time the prisoner 
was sent from China every necessary arranzement was made that he 
should have proper protection, but the prisoner seemed to have only 
one prevailing idea. which was that he should be sent back to Chioa, 
and be reinstated in bis former employment. Sir R. Carden directed 
that the prisoner should be taken in a ca» to Newgate, and directed 
that iuquiries should be made about him, and that in the interim he 
should be treated with every kindness. He formally remanded him 
for a weck for this purpose. 


Tue work of reference, published by Messra. Bailey and Co., of 
Corahill, entitled ‘‘ Who's Who,” has been issued for the present 
year, and presents the same evidences of careful compilation for wnich 
it hag been distinguished in previous years. Among the contents we 
notice in particular a List of General Officers in the Army, which, in 
consequence of the incorporation of the Indian generals with those of 
the Royal army, and the extensive promotions consequent thereon, 
has been unuaually extended. A more convenient list, arranged 
alphabetically for facility of reference, is not to be found in any pub- 
lication of a similar kind. ‘ 


Messrs. Puttick anD Simpson will shortly sell a volume of old 
coloured drawings of full-length male figures in party-coloured drease, 
representing personages in a procession ot Trade Guilds of the sixe 
teenth or seventeenth century ; und “The Ten Complete Records; 
Song of Triumph written by the Ewperor Kielung on the Subju gation 
of the Ghoorkhas, with Notes or Glossea,” &c. This Chinese poem is 
embroidered in red silk on a dark blue silk ground, in Chinese cha- 
racters, on twenty-two sides or leaves. It ia said to have been exe- 
cuted by the Empress of Kienlung and the ladies of the harem. It 
was taken at the sack of the Summer Palace at Peking, by Dr. G. H. 
Daly, of Fane's Horse. 


Tae Ultramontane press of Belgium haz organised a furious 
campaign aginst the Japanese Ambassadors, blaming severely the 
marks of attention and distinction conferred upon them by the Ruro- 
pean Courts which they have visited. It singles out Sionii ura, 
the chief Ambassador, for epecial attack, it being alleged that It was 
he who issued the orders which reaulted in the massacre of two thou- 
sand Christians at Yeddo. 


Ar the Queen's Levee Thursday the Japaneze Minister was presené, 
and presented Okada Maskie and Suzuki Kinso (Secretaries to the 
Legation) ; Yoshida Kisjonari (Vice-Minister of the Finance D-part- 
ment); and Otori Keisjokie (Chief Minister of the Finance Depart- 
ment. 


Tae sieamer Glenartney, well known in the China trade, which 
was recently sold by her late owners to the Union Steamahip Com 
pany for the Cape mail service, is to have her name changed to the 
Teuton. ; 
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THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

The following are the exact terms of the motio? which was to have 
been made on Friday last by Sir Charles Wingfizld :—* To call atten- 
tion to the Chinese coolie trade ; and to move that an humble address 
be presented to Her Majesty, praying her to give such countenance 
and aupport to the Chincse Government as will enable that Govern- 
ment to pat a stop to the nefarious traffic in Chinese coolies now 
carried on from Macao to Cuba ani Peru, which is in reality a slave 


trade.” 
THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

(Feb. 28th.) Mr. Eastwick asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether the recommendations of the committee of last 
year were being carried out with regard to the consular service, in 

roviding for increased allowances to some consuls, as in the United 
Ree and for more liberal outtits by reductions in other quarters ; 
and if he would lay upon the table a retura of such charges. 

Lord EnFigcp asid that in consequence of the recommendations of 
the committee Lord Grauville had directed mquiries Lo be made by 
competent authorities in different countries with respect to the consular 
service, and until the final completion of those inquiries no annoance- 
ment could be made on the subject, 


THE SUEZ CANAL. 
(28th.) Io reply t> Mr. B. Coonaane, 
Lord ENFIELD said that the papers with reapect to the navigation of 
the Suez Canal were not complete, but they would be laid on the table 
as epeedi'y as possible.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorregpaw, Fes. 26. 

The members of the Second Chamber met to-day, but they will find 
but verv little to do, it being now highly probable that the Reforin 
Bill will be withdrawn by the Minister of the Home Department. I 
told you that the Section report was believed to be unfavourable, and 
now that it has at last been publisied this supposition has been veri- 
fied. Most of the members, and no Jess than sixty took part in the 
business, were convinced that a revisal of the Law of July, 1850, was 
neither necessary nor urgent, and they were furthermore of opinion 
that the measure, as proposed by the Minister, was very badly frained. 
The majority thought it necessary to communicate with the Minister 
regarding their objections, and they especially wished for a further 
examination of localities and communitic-, in order to obtain certain 
information with regard to the number of electors who would be created 
by the Bill. The Minister did not refuse to make such an Investiga- 
tion, but desired that the uaio points for inquiry should be exactly stipu- 
lated. The Commission and Mr, Geertsema did not come to an agree- 
ment on this point, an-l thus the report states that-the Chamber cannot 
decide about this meisure owing to a lack of the necessary information. 
The Chamber will probably deal first with the Treaty concluded with 
Belgiuin, respecting the Antwerp-Gladbach Railway ; and, if I am well 
informed, there will be much opposition to the project which has been 
formed to buy the Iine of the Grand Central Belge tor the su:n, which 
has been named by our Cabinet, say seven millons. On the other 
hand, it is said that Mr. Malou, tho Belgian Minster of Finance, is 
very angry thut our Government has delayed bringing this Treaty be- 
fore our Parliament, and that he ordered the examination in the sections 
of the Belgian Cuamber to be suspended. Perhaps this may be true, 
but nevertheless I think there is no fear but that the Treaty will be 
passed both by our Parliament and by thut of Belgium. Of course the 
Parliamentary debate promises to he dull, but we cannot hope for much 
ee in our politics before the elections, which will take place iu 

e month of June, when one-half of the members must be re elected 
or replaced, This dulness is caused for want of real party questions ; 
our Conservatives ure too liberal, our Libers!s too conservative. Four 
Instance, the Colomal question; years ago the Liberals brough: 
forward a programme which terrifiel the Conservatives, scveral 
years were lost in idle party ligats 5; but at last both the Liberal» 
and Cou-cryatives mixed water with their wine and it is for every one 
now w problem who is in the wrong, who in the right. ‘The Cuonserva- 
tives have token some steps forward, buttve Liberals have done just the 
contrary and havo retrograied. They still shrink trom introducing 
self-government for Java. But it is uot only the Colonial qucstion 
which is languishing—the same may be said of the Military and of the 
Judicial questions—they areall delayed ad Calendas Graecas. The 
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great complaint is that oue Cabinet dares not undertake to propose 
any Radical measure. Rumours are circ lating that our King is inost 
angry about this state of affairs, Ho left a week azo for his seat Het 
Loo, and most certainly he did not do thts for his amusement, because 
we have had what the Germans call Hundenwetter —snoy, rain, and 
northerly winds, so that the streets are ina state us if the waters hid 
but newly retire i froin the face uf the earth. There are no balls, and no 
festivals, at which of cuurse the “ upper ten” is greatly disapp»iated 
It is said thut it is especially the Military question which has incensed 
the King. 

To-day an election will take place at Sneek of a member of the S:- 
cond Chamber. It is inmost probable that the retiring candidate, Mr. A. 
Moens (Liberal), will be re-elected. The orthodox Protestant party 
have put forward Mr. L. W. C. Keuchenius, editor of the Batavia Han- 
delsblad. Tiere are two other vacancies in the Chamber, one owing 
to the death of Mr. P. H. Taets van Ameronzen, who had since 1850 
represented the district of Leiden, antl the other caused by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Pyls as Burgomaster of Maastricht, 

Oa the 24th just. the Japanese Ambassadors reached Antwerp, where 
they were received by the Burgomaster, They visited the maritime 
estublishmenta, the town-hoise, &e., after whic they started fn the 
afternoon by svecial train for Holland, At Rosendaal (the boundiry 
betwoen Holland and Belgian) the Amoussadors were received in the 
name of the Datch Govern:nent by Mesara, Puolxbrosk and the Japan 
Consal, Mr. Vander Tuk. Me. da Graeff vin Polsbroek will act as ine 
terpreter to the Embassy during its stay here, Professor Hof nin, who 
was appointed, bein serionsiy ill, Tue Ambassadors reside at the Hotel 
Paulez, and they will remain here abuut a month, theie principal object 
being an tospection of our great waterworks, for which purpose Mr. 
Caland, our e:ninent engineer, has placed himself at their disposal, and 
will give them all the necessary explana ivas. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs yesterday recelved the principal 
members of the Einbassy, who, to our astonishment, aperk viry good 
English, but who seem not to understand a word of the Dutch lan- 
guage, and who, to tho great disappointment of the public, do not dress 
in their national costume, bat ia Europzan fashion. After being presented 
to the Foreign Minister, Barun von Gericke, they returved to their 
hotel, where they were subsequently waited on by Baron Saonckaert van 
Schauburg, who was charged by the King to accompany tue ch efinem- 
bers of the Embassy tothe Royal Palace, On their arrival at the Palaoe 
they were presented to the King hy Mr. De Graeff van Polabroek. His 
Maj-sty received the Ambassadors in full state. In the evening there 
wa<a great diplomatic reception in the hotel of the Minister for Poreign 
A@faira, at which the Ambassadors were present. To-day they will 
visit some of the principal establishments of our town, 

I regret to hear that Mr. Wigsers vao Kirchem, so well known in 
Java, has been for a long time very ill, and for this reason he has given 
up his co-partnership with Messrs. Sloct en dz Bordes for the concessiun 
of the Railway Leideo-Woorden, 

The Vaderlund the Liberal Hague paper, publishes very bad news 
from Java. The Colunial Government apprehends serious trouble ia 
Atchin, in Sumatra, and, according to a rumour, the Governor-General 
has asked for a detachment of 3,000 soldiers, to organise an expedition 
to that place. 

The engineers charged with tracing the railway lines in Samatra will 
shortly start for their destination. Mr. Cluyseaaer and the engineer, 
Mr. Snethlage, have taken passage in the March steamer of the Com- 
pany Nederland. 





PRODUCE MARKETS. 

In accordance with the weneral anticipations, the Coffee sale, on 
account of the Netherlands Trading Company, held last week, went off 
with spirit at udvaoced rates, especially for the pale sorts, which were 
much competed for. This favourable result could not fail to impart ree 
newed firmness to the market. Sugar has also assumed a better appear- 
ance, and a fair business bas veen doimy, but hardly any change has 
taken place otherwise in our market, und prices remain upon the whole 
the same.

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 

In many respects the subject which heads this article is 
most important, and there is a special reason why the minds 
of people interested in China should just at present be 
directed to it. According to a telegram from Shanghai 
the formal assumption of the reins of Government by 
his Imperial Majesty, the style of whose reign is Tuna- 
OHI, took place on the 23rd of last month. There is a 
peculiar but unintentional appropriateness in the word 
“formal,” which we have just written, for the natives of 
China, in all classes, are said by informants upon whom we 
absolutely rely, to make no secret of the incapacity and 
effemiuacy of the Emperor. His tastes lead him to follow in 
the tottering footsteps of his degraded and miserable father, 
rather than to emalate the stately stride of Kana-ue, Kren- 
LUNG, or Taokwanc. That the personal administration of 
such a sovereign will be merely nominal is beyond doubt, 
and there may even be room for congratulation in the fact 
that, being without the will to be great, warlike, or magni- 
ficent, the present Emperor is without the power to be 
quarrelsome, despotic, or cruel. Given a sufficiency of in- 
ability to direct the affairs of his realm, we may safely 
assume that, as matters at present stand, the Emperor's per- 
sonal character will have little influence, if any, upon the 
course of Chinese relations with foreign Powers. He has 
been for nearly twelve years in leading strings, and even if 
he should make the attempt to cut himself clear from 
guidance, experience will speedily teach him that some mea- 
sure of restraint is the necessary condition of hie well-being. 
Regarding the constituent elements of the ruling party in 
Peking from the distance of half the world, and allowing for 
the disturbances which this long interval necessarily 
introduces into our observations, it yet seems certain 
that a continuance of the Regency, now abolished in 
name, though, most probably, not in reality, would afford 
the best possible prospect to China. As we are convinced 
that the experiment of permitting the Emperor to act as 
though he were really autocratic will not be tried, we need 
not speculate upon what would in all likelihood happen were 
the attempt made. As matters stand, there is no danger that 
the Kune Prince will ever be transformed into such a maire 
du palais as Pzrin Le Brey, or that either of the Em presses 
Dowager will be able to exert an influence comparable to 
that swayed by Brunenaur. To assign no worthier cause, 
moutual jealousies would render such a hope desperate on 
either side, 

We have, however, to consider that no matter what the 
purely human end personal character of the EMPEROR of 
Cutna may be, he yet holds a place in the Chinese political 
scheme to which we in Western countries have no ana- 
logue. He is the Son of Haven, Ruler by Divine appoint- 
ment, and in virtue of this, enjoys a position in the beliefs, 
and we had almost said in the affections, of the people, 
which we should find it difficult to realise. He is Priest as 
well as King, and although his kingoraft may be done for 
him because he is known to be unable to execute that 
part of his duty himself, he yet passively forms the pivot 
upon which revolve the political and social systems, and 
by the assertion of his claims justifies the patriarchal 
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form of domestic and village government which keeps, the 
fabric of the Empire together. It is astonishing how arp a 
hold these absurd pretensions have upon the most enligh cened 
minds in China. Great officials holding in their hands the 
destinies of the Empire, which at any moment they might 
make the prey of their ambition, grovel in a manner revolt- 
ing to us whenever, in person or by memorial, they approach 
the Dragon Throne. In order to imagine what the depth 
and strength of this feeling is, we must divest ourselves of 
everything familiar, and, in fancy, surround ourselves with 
the grotesque elements of the Chinese political scheme, and 
impregnate our minds with the countless outlandish con- 
ceptions which render that scheme not only realisable, but 
the best possible under the circumstances. Were it within 
our power to do these things, we should know how it is that 
to the Chinese official mind the Imperial Audience Chamber 
is a sacred shrine. It contains a Deity, approachable indeed, 
but approachable only in a certain way. In that way it 
is quite impossible that the representatives of fureign 
Powers should ever so much as think of approaching apy 
potentate, no matter how respectable, and the dilemma at 
once presents itself—is the Emperor to yield, or are foreigners 
to yield, the right of Audience being supposed granted. 


We dismiss the latter half immediately as fruitless for dis- 
cussion, The former is not so easily disposed of. The 
autbority is doubtful, but there is at any rate a report that 
Lr Hone Cuanc, who is now Viceroy of the Metropolitan 
Province, is fortifying the approaches to Peking, in view of 
the possibility of a forcible solution of the questions arising 
out of the Audience matter being called for. We attach no 
importance to this rumour ; but it is certain that whatever 
the motive may be, fortifications of a most formidablecharacter 
have been constructed and heavily armedat all the points 
whence @ direct assault could be made upon the capital. 
That this procedure is in itself perfectly justifiable no one 
will think of denying, but, if the Viceroy has any arriere 
penseé in relation to the Audience questions, his reason for 
throwing obstacles in the way must of necessity be that he 
anticipates anarchy among the people as the result of the 
violation of their fundamental Articles of Belief. So far as 
he is himself concerned, either personally or as the repre- 
sentative of the official class at whose head he confessedly 
stands, he can have no feeling against the Emperor of Cuina - 
granting audience to foreigners of suitable rank. In his 
inmost heart be knows that he is far greater, more powerful 
aud more important to the State than the Emperor, yet he 
pretends to none of the secluded dignity which we should 
naturally expect from a great Eastern prince. For a prince he 
really is, and kuows it, too, as well as most people who come 
in contact with him. But there is nothing sacred about 
bim, nor does he pretend to hold any noticeable place in the 
theocracy. 


Yet one alternative is left—to abandon the discussion al- 
together. Is the Audience question, then, not worth fighting 
for as the ultimate solution, if all other solutions should fail ? 
We have given our reasons for believing that the actual con- 
dition of affairs will naturally lead to a quiet continuance of 
the existing arrangements. Under those arrangements, and 
in consequence of the character of the persons who are car- 
rying them out, progress of a very slow, but of a very 
steady nature is confidently to be anticipated. Its slow- 
ness is the best guarantee for its sureness, and is 
due chiefly no doubt to jealousy—both well and ill 
founded—of foreign encroachment, but partly to sound- 
ness of judgment. The former leads the governing 
class to oppose the opening of the mines, the construction 
of railways, and the erection of telegraphs until they can see 
—which they soon will—that these measures will probably 
prove of unalloyed benefit to their own people. This same 
jealousy prompts the people to start opposition linesgaf 
steamers, to dispense, whenever possible, with foreign as- 
sistance in commercial matters, and generally to assert that 
whatever is to be made out of a transaction in China should, 
as far as may be, be secured for the natives of the country. 
How natural this is we, as connected with the commercial 
interest, and trained in commercial principles, need not say. 
On the other hand, there is no danger that Chinese reformers 
will ever fall into the ludicrous blunders that have too often 
made the earnest, but ill-directed struggles of the Japanese 
appear absurd rather than dignified. They will not, for ex- 
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ample, as the Japanese did, suddenly purchase a couple of 
brews*i9s because they are informed that English soldiers 
drink béer, and are as good as any in the world. In such a 
case the perverse logic of the Chinese would lead them to ask 
whether all the other circumstances of the two cases were 
precisely alike, and if they were not whether the ante of pre- 
scribing beer as a beverage would produce a post of turning 
raw native levies into disciplined armies. We cannot assert 
with any confidence that in Japan there will be no going 
back upon the long and startling strides taken by a nation 
in the infancy of its new growth. 
the utmost confidence that noue of the many small advances 
made during the past eleven years in China under the Re- 
gency will be repented of or cancelled so long as the existing 
system lasts, if not in name, at least in reality. The con- 
cession, either forced or spontaneous, of the right of suitable 
and dignified Audience would undoubtedly place China ina 
new and.advanced relation to the other Powers of the world, 
but the question remains open whether it would meet any- 
thing corresponding in the naticnal constitution into which 
it should fit, without jarring the entire political scheme out 
of gear. That it will come naturally in time we have no 
manner of doubt, when gradual development has radically 
modified the national mind, and when education will mean 
the same thing in China that it does in England,

In his last-pub- 
lished letter Mr. Simpson gives a very fair superficial notion 
of the manner in which education is carried out in China, 
and it may do good to some of our theorists to learn what 
the “universal education” of the Chinese really signifies. 
It is a great advantage, certainly, that every child abuve the 
very humblest class should obtain a certain degree of im- 
parted knowledge, as is undoubtedly the case in China ; but, 
when upon this groundwork the highest fourm of instruction 
is no other than that of acquiring by rote the ancient “ clas. 
sics” with their respective commentaries, the resulta, a8 re- 
gards national intelligence and capacity fur enlightenment, 
can be no other than those very fairly indicated by Mr. 
Simpson. At the same time we may indicate au error into 
which the correspondent has fallen, and which is so often 
repeated in one form or another as to require correction. 
He intimates that some European scholara, and notably Her 
Massty’s present Minister at Peking, who is unqnestion- 
ably the first of living sinologues, are “ quite as well up as 
the Chinese themselves” in what is considered erudition 
in China. ‘This statement is on a par with the oft-repeated 
myth, set afloat originally by the late romantic Mr. Burtin- 
Game, that LonoreLtow’s poems, having been translated into 
Chinese by a foreign scholar at Peking, had been published 
in a sumptuons edition at the expense of the Chinese Go- 
vernment. The fact is, that in their limited sphere of study 
the Chinese have accumulated such an amazing wealth of 
material, to assimilate which is the life-long work of every 
native echolar, as to establish a physical impossibility of its 
thorough rnastery ky any European student, no matter how 
painstaking. He may arrive at the results, by native help ; 
but the preliminary labour of acquiring the language, with 
all its manifold difficulties, Jeaves him no time for that course 
of mozute reading which alone constitutes the perfection of 
a Chinese graduate. Dr. Leace probably knows much more 
of the Chinese classics, viewed comprehensively and svienti- 
fically, than most of the Chinese literati past or present ; but 
the teacher of any village school is at the same time, doubt- 
less, capable of giving him instruction in a multitude of 
poiuts which are considered essential to a mastery of Chi- 
nese Jearning. It is absurd, therefore, to represent Euro- 
peans, as Mr. Simpson has been led to do, as capable of 
““ooaching the young Emperor” in his classical studies. 
Such a statement can only be indulged in by one who is 
entirely ignorant of the refinements of so-called learning, 
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long interval, they contributed no less thin £117,000 be- 
tween 1855 and 1860.

Independently of this unexpected source of wealth, how- 
ever, The Times correspondent reminds us that Ceylon has 
now in her Treasury a reserve of £1,100,000, besides a 


« balance in hand of £100,000 on account of local and munici- 


pal taxes. The revenue from the railway we have mentioned 
so often before that we need say no more than that it is 
expected, when the debentures are fully paid off, to yield no 
less than £100 000 a year. The extension of the line through 
Dickoya and Dimboola by a mountain line to Ouvah is one 
of the most preasing works to bo commenced. The steepness 
of the gradients required—a rise of 5,500 feet, and a decline 
of 3,800, within 100 miles—is the only difficulty. But these 
are not days when engineers shrink from difficulties, and the 
Survey Commission appointed to report on the proposed line 
will no doubt fiud a way to get over this, though we doubt 
whether they will find it good policy to reduce the guage from 
the present 5 ft. 6 to the proposed 3 ft.6. Second only to the 
railway is the necessity for pushing on irrigration. The 
Times correspondent very justly draws attention to the fact 
that, although coffee is likely to be always the staple of the 
island, the cultivation of tea, cotton, cinuamon, and cinchona 
only require energy in this direction to make them exports 
of ever increasing amount. Even silk, he assures us, may 
be expected to form no inconsiderable item in a few years. 
It is satisfactory to have a confirmation of the facility with 
which the proposed breakwater at Colombo can be con- 
structed. We should have liked, however, to bave been told 
something more concerning the improvement of Galle har- 
bour, and the deepening of the Paumben Channel. With a 
steam shipping trade so great that eight steamers may some- 
times be seen together at Galle, and half-a-dozen at Colombo 
—and that continually, and certainly increasing while tax- 
ation is not increased—Ceylon will not be true to herself if 
she alluws either parsimony or timidity to retard the develop- 
ment of advantages possessed by no other island in the world, 
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FAIRBAIRN v. LAY, AND SMITH v. LAY. 

TueseE suits, which have been before the Court for upwards 
of two years, came to a termination on Tuesday, the 25th 
February, when the Vice-Chancellor, Sir J. Bacon, gave 
his decree in favour of the plaintiffs, declaring that a part- 
nership had existed between Messrs. FarrBairN, Smita, No- 
VELLI, OsBorN, and the defendant, by which the plaintiffs 
were entitled to participate in the sum received by the de- 
fendant from the Oriental Bank, as ageut fur the Japanese 
Government, viz. £13,000. £57,000 were paid to Baron 
Earvancer for the part he had taken in the matter. It ap- 
peared from the evidence that Mr. Fairparrn and Mr. Lay 
had early in the year 1869 discussed the possibility of ob- 
taining a concession for a loan from the Chinese Government, 
when Mr. Lay expressed his willingness to undertake a 
mission for that purpose. According to Mr. Lay’s state- 
mevt, Mr. Farrsairn suggested that in order to secure 
the successful floating of such a loan it would be desir- 
able that Lay and Fairparrn should associate with 
them Messrs. Suita and Nouvevut, Messrs. Suita, Fairbairn, 
and Nove tt being Directors of the Consolidated Bank, 
Mr. Sarrit being also the representative of the well-known 
capitalist, Mr. Morrison. These gentlemen were introduced 
accordingly, though Mr. FatrBaiRN and the others deny that 
they were introduced, as Mr. Lay affirms, in order to secure 
the funds necessary to meet the preliminary expenses inci- 
dent to the fluating of a loan. Be this as it may, Mr. Lay 
started on his mission in April, 1869, and on the 21st of 
that mouth Mr. Farrpairn sent a letter to him in which 
appears this paragraph :—“ The loan is the thing, and on 
“this subject I proceed to give you information for your 
“ guidance. We think that two millions would be a suffi- 
“ cient amount to make the stock marketable, and on no 
“ account shuuld the amount exceed three millions in a first 
“attempt to introduce Chinese securities in the London 
“ market.” Mr. Lay was at the same time empowered to 
take the loan @ forfait, a course which he eventually fullowed. 
Mr. Lay having failed in China proceeded to Japan, and in 
due course, having obtained the concession for a }.an of 
£1,000,000 for that Government, returned to England, when 
his associates complaining of certain conditions annexed to 
the contract, declined to introduce it to the Consolidated 
Bank, and failed to secure Mr. Morrtson’s co-operation, or 
to render Mr. Lay avy assistance beyond introducing 
him to Baron ERLANGER, who in consideration of re- 
ce.ving half the profits resulting from the loan, half the 
remuueration Mr. Lay was to receive as Commisiouer 
ofthe Japanese Government, and half of all future profits 
resulting from any further business in Japan, undertuvk the 
floating of the loan. Mr. Lay was obliged to accept the above 
terms in order to enable him to keep faith with the Japanese 
Government, and to provide the money by the time stipu- 
lated. It will be remembered that the Japanese Govern- 
ment dismissed Mr. Lay from his position as their Commis- 
sioner, on the alleged ground of his having misrepresented 
the power of his friends in England to finance the loan. 
Upon this point the Vice-Chancellor, though finding under 
the above circumstances that the plaintiffs were entitled 
to participate in the £13,000 paid to Mr. Lay, held that 
the Japanese Government were altogether unwarranted in 
charging him with misrepresentation. :

The sum of £200,000 in gold was taken out of the Bank a few 
days since for Japan, and was shipped Thursday by the South- 
ampton mail steamer. Further withdrawals on account of the 
recent loan are expected. 

The P. and O. steamship Baroda, with Australian

The Golconda hav; 4 left 
for Suez on the 24th, the mails will be forwarded by French 
steamer. The gold may be expected to reach Southampton by 
the Pekin about the 7th April, inetead of the end of March. 

The report of the Indo-European Telegraph Company (Limi-

8d, and the contractor’s account for maintenance 
amounted to £22,971 183. 7d. The diminution in the revenue is 
ascribed to interruptions over the entire line between London and 
Kurrachee, and to the reduction of tariffs which came into force 
in July last.

THE COAL MINES OF CHINA. 

Sir RurHerrorD ALcock writes to the The Times on the 
subject of the coal mines in China, and points out that, 
supposing we had free access to their working, it could not 
possibly relieve the dearth in England, owing to the cost of 
freight, &c. It was hardly necessary for Sir RUTHERFORD to 
point out this; no one acquainted with the subject could 
expect it would do more than check the export from Eng- 
land, which would of itself be no small matter, seeing that 
the export is about 100,000 tons per annum. We ex- 
tract from Sir Rurserrory’s letter the portion referring to 
our relations with China, in which he exercises his usual 
courtesy towards the mercantile body :-— 

The Chinese have hitherto resisted all attempts to-induce them 
to open mines near places of embarkation rel in Formosa), 
and to allow European capital and mining skill to work them. 
Yet it should not be forgotten that before I left Peking they had

signed just before my departure, they engaged to open three coal - 
mines at points the nearest to the sea-coast or a treaty port, and 
easily accessible to ships. It was also agreed, though this formed 
no stipulation of the Convention, that European science and m= 
chinery should be brought to bear in working the mines on Chi- 
nese account. The refusal of Her Majesty’s Government to ratify 
the Convention, at the earnest solicitations of the China trade, 
of course rendered this and all the other concessions void. But it 
did not seem to me a trifling or insignificant advantage, in the 
face of so many difficulties, to obtain the recognition of our legi- 
timate interest in the coal supply, and the consent of the Govern- 
ment to take means to meet the demand. 


The conditions under which Western diplomacy works at Peking, 
and its fitness as an instrument for effectlag ‘chan es in the tradi- 
tional policy or internal administration of the Empire are very 
little understood in England. The obstacles to any pro have 
hitherto—more especially during the minority o the young 
Emperor—been very great. In many questions where concessions 
not comprised in existing treaties were desired, they have been 
insurmountable and not to be overcome by any diplomacy which 
did not fully justify Mr. Disraeli’sdefinition—any diplomacy, thatis, 
which did not carry with it force in the background, as an in- 
fluence to be recognised and felt. But it is very well known in 
Peking, as it is here, that since the signature of the last treaty, 
signed by Lord Elgin in 1858 at the capital, no force has been 
brought to bear as a means of influencing the Peking Court or 
Chinese policy. Isolated acts of coercion at the ports, bearing om 
individuals rather than on the Chinese Government, do not form. 
any bay ears Accordingly the Convention of 1869, since put. 
aside at the demand of the merchants as not embodying sufficientl 
mre concessions and advantages to British trade, was mazoHated 
under the express assurance of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, given to the Chinese Government through 
their representative, Mr. Burlingame, that neither force nor pres- 
sure other than diplomatic representations had to be apprehended 
from the British for the obtaining either of new concessions or of 
any other advantage. Force, then, sd far as British diplomacy is 
concerned, has been wholly wanting as an element, or an influence, 
in any efforts made to overcome the repugnance of the Chinese 
to modifications of treaty rights or the concession of increased 
privileges. 

In regard to coal mines more particularly, the Chinese Govern- 
ment is not ignorant that by eh we science and capital a great 
source of wealth might be developed, and a large increase of 
revenue secured. But such inducements as these do not weigh a 
feather in the balance when the other scale is weighted with fear 
of trouble and riots in the Provinces, or of European complications 
and aggressions. I should be sorry to see them tried with a chance 
of closing their porte to foreign trade and the cessation of all 
intercourse with foreigners by land or sea, at the cost of their 
£4,000,000 of Customs revenue, and all the other advantages, 
commercial or poliseal, present or pronpeere, which could be 
shown to attach to the treaties. I have no doubt as to what 
would be their decision. 

It is not necessary here to discuss what might be the precise 
value of such a concession as was made in the Convention in respect 
to coal. I only refer to it as a proof that sqmething was effected, 
and might, no doubt, again be secured in this direction under 
favourable circumstances. A large and cheap supply of coal at or 
near a Chinese port, and a low export duty, which was also a 
stipulation, would certainly tend to diminish the cost of freight, 
and save our own stock to the extent of the consumption now 
supplied from England. But one of the greatest obstacles to any 
satisfactory negotiations in China, whether as regards the working 
of coal mines or any other advantage, lies in the impatience of the 
British merchant to obtain everything he desires from the Chinese, 
and all at once. He assumes that the advantages conferred on 
the Chinese by foreign trade are sufficient in themselves to 
entitle it to exemption from any fiscal burdens or limita- 
tions in an administrative sense beyond the payment of a 
low tariff rate of Maritime Customs. This was not the 
view of Her Majesty's Government in 1869, when the negoe 
tiations for the Convention were going on. The Board of Trade 
and the Foreign-office both, as the Blue-book shows, desired to 
postpone any more comprehensive attempt to revise generally the 
provisions of the British ‘Treaty until the present treaty engage- 
ments of all other Powers with China should admit of common 
action; and, in the meantime, it was desired to record in some 
special instrament or Convention only such advantages as the 
Chinese Government had expressed their willingmess in the course 
of the negotiations to concede. That these should consist of 
minor concessions, and not fundamental and comprehe=sive 
changes, was, of course, inevitable. It was the ‘‘day of small 
things,” but, precisely for that reason, exceedingly favourable to 
the only diplomacy promising successful results, where force is 
not to be considered as an influence in reserve—namely, such 
guarded concessions as admit of gradual and insensible enlarge- 
ment in the natural progreas of trade and intercourse, dnd are not 
in the beginning of a nature to alarm the peace-loving Chinese, or’ 
rouse, by fear of aggression and revolutionary changes, all the anti« 
foreign spirit in the country. Such small openings, like those 
made for the introduction of the wedge in quarries, produce the 
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greatest effect without violence. But such results are often more 
useful, as well as more permanent, than those which follow more 
ambitious aims, and the use of explosive materials instead of the 
leg startling and slower-working wedge. If we want coal in 

xa without another war or the exercise of force, I would recom- 
méiid, as the quietest and most effective in the end, the “ Festina 
lente” so abhorrent to our eager merchants, and quite as much in 
their interest as in that of the Chinese and Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. Neither this nor any other course which can be followed 
will obviate the danger of a coal famine in England, but it may 
help to delay exhaustion of our own supplies by diminishing the 
demand ; and, if successful, it cannot fail to be a great benefit to 
all directly engaged in the trade with China and Japan, and with 
the adjoining colonies.

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In the issue of Fraser’s Magazine for February there is an 
interesting article on the Peking Gazette, by Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
K.C.B. He begins by comparing it with the London Gazette, and 
shows that they are of the same official character, both containing 
valuable materials for the historian. We quite agree with him in 
the estimation of its contents, as may be seen in the translations 
of edicts, memorials, &c., in the North China Herald. ‘‘ More 
valuable illustrations of political and social institutions,” he says, 
“may be drawn, and a clearer insight may be obtained of the 
actual working of the governing machinery by a careful study of 
the Peking Gazette than from any other sources.” Indeed, it may 
be said with truth, that the History of China has yet to be 
faithfully written by a foreigner, and he can only do eo by studying 
the file of this official organ from its establishment in the tenth 
century of the Christian era. Doubtless there is much of an 
apparently frivolous character in the petition to the Throne by 
humble persons, but even these illustrate the inner working of the 
laws. On the other hand, we find memorials from the public 
censors fearlessly exposing the backslidings and corrupt practices 
of the highest public functionaries. Nay, even the “ Son of Hea- 
ven” himself has been brought to task by one of these monitors 
during the reign of a late Emperor; who judiciously took the 
censor’s advice in good part, and mended his ways. ‘In this re- 
spect,” Mr. Medhurst remarks, ‘it may be said to be far in ad- 
vance of our early London Gazette, which never contained any 
intelligence that it did not suit the purposes of the Court to 
publish.” ‘With some modification such is the rule with that Go- 
vernment organ at the present day, and as to censuring the acts 
of delinquent officials that is scarcely ever attempted. But wo 
must not omit to say that it is free from the superstition and 
mendacity of the Peking Gazette, which prevails through the 
greater part of its pages, Even on those points Sir Rutherford 
shows that there is a policy on the part of the memorialiste 
to conciliate the people by respecting their superstitions. In 
illastration of this he cites a memorial from Chung How to the 
Emperor, ‘' requesting him to confer some mark of approval— 
not upon officers or deserving administrators—but the Queen of 
Heaven, as a reward for the way in which she recently looked after 
the grain junks upon the coast.” ‘ The desire to propitiate these 
(the owners of junks and their crews) by an evidence of interest 
in their welfare and p rity is the true meaning of the memo- 
rial.” Assuming that it is otherwise, he asks, ‘‘ Is there anything 
more superstitious in a Chinese high officer wishing the aid of the 
‘Queen of Heaven,’ as a sacred spirit able to assist, than similar 
invocations from high places to the Roman Catholic Queen of 
Heaven; or in Protestant lands to the ‘ Lord of Hosts’ for victory 
over their enemies, or for rain, or for fair weather”? This inter-

THE NAVY ESTIMATES. 

The Navy Estimates for the coming financial year, which begins on 
the Ist April, have just been published. They show a net increase of 
£340,576 over the vote for the year which began on the Ist of April 
last; and of £1,754 over the previous year. In 1871-72 the expendi- 
ture was £9,870,971; in 1872-73 the amount voted on the estimates 
was £0,582,149 ; the sum asked for the year 1873-74 is £9,872,725. 
The actual increase is £477,006; but it is met by a decrease of 
£186,430. The increase and decrease are distributed over all the great 
items of expenditure. The first vote is for wages to seamen and 
marines, and shows a net decrease of £44,261; there is, however, under 
this head a decrease of £72,116 in wages to seamen and marines 
afloat, of £3,100 in colonial pay, &c., to marines in Japan, and of 
£700 in contingencies; while to set over against these figures there is 
an in :rease of £25,000, and £6,266, in the two items for subsistence 
of marines and their officers on shore ; and of £65 in shooting prizes 
for marines. An increase of £31,655 has thus to be subtracted from 
the decrease of £75,916; the whole estimate for wages, &c., being 
£2,629,884. The second vote is for victuals and clothing, and amounts 
to £1,035,719. Here, too, there is both increase and decrease. Pro- 
visions received under contract show a decrease of £35,889, and allow- 
ances in lieu of provisions are less by £4,370. There are also some 
smaller savings, raising the figures of the decrease to £44,659. Against 
this has to be set an increase of £4,096 in seamen’s clothing and soap 
and tobacco; of £5,472. in marine clothing; of £6,620 in savings, or 
payments for provisions not taken up; and one or two smaller items 
—which would maxe the total increase £22,274. The whole vote is 
therefore less than last year by £26,550. 

The vote for the Admiralty Office is £174,988 ; an increase, which 
takes place in the item of salaries, of £1,516 on last year’s vote, 
against which only a saving of £300 is net. But the actual expendi- 
ture in 1871-2 was only £161,440; the increase in the vote on the 
year before laat is, therefore, £18,543. A sum of £167,575 is asked 
under Vote IV. for Coastguard Service, Royal Naval Volunteers, Re- 
serve, &c. There is a decrease in this vote on several items, of which 
the chief are £3,500 on wages, &c., to the Royal Naval Coast Volun- 
teers, which amounts to one-half the sum they received last year ; and 
of £8,000 in the wages, &c., of the Royal Naval Reserve. The net 
decrease in the vote is £6,925. The Scientific Branch asks in Vote 
V. for £86,654, a net increase of £18,913. Bat this increase is 
caused by a new item of £18,030 for the Royal Naval College, Green- 
wich, and this, with one or two other small items of increase, is re- 
duced by savings in the establishment at Portsmouth and in the 
School of Naval Architecture. ‘‘ Dockyards and Naval-yardsat Home 
and Abroad” is the heading of Vote VI., on which a net increase of 
£136,097 has taken place. This increase takes place in the wages to 
artificers, which stand for £841,658, against £712,571 voted last year. 
There are also an increase of £2,017 in salaries, of £3,108 in wages to 
police in the dockyards at home, and of £4,451 of salaries in dockyards 
abroad. The vote for Naval Stores, isdivided into two sectiona, with anin- 
crease in each. The first section includes timber, metals, coals, hemp, 

int, and oils, freight and officers’ purchases; and every item but 

emp shows an increase. The increase on timber is £44,808; on 
metals, £44,187; on coals and fuels, £60,292. The whole section 
amounts to £1,072,380; an increase of £143,870 on last year, and of 
£156,281 on the year before last. The second section includes steam 
machinery and ships built by contract. There tis an increase on 
machinery for ships and vessels of £59,578; the item being now 
£830,900. Ships building by contract require £228,766; being 
£82,772 more than last year, though in last year’s vote was incladed a 
supplementary eatimate of £18,000 for building five schooners in Aus. 
tralia, to be employed in suppressing the Polynesian Slave Trade. 
» There is a saving of £10,000 on repairs; of £4,000 on experiments 
and contingencies, and of £3,000 on torpedoes, and an increase of 
£2,000 on salaries. The total vote in this section is £609,866. For 
New Works (Vote XI.), £682,218 ig asked, against £716,091 granted 
last session. There is a decrease of £50,620 at Chatham, and an in- 
crease of £22,470 at Portamouth.

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“THE TIMES” CHINA CORRESPONDENT. 
The Shanghai correspondent writes on the 10th January :— 


Just before the New Year an alarming report came down that the 
foreign-drilled troops at Fenghuangshan, some fifteen miles fa'3 
Shanghai, had mutinied; but the apprehension caused by the hows 
was removed by fuller porenlars: One of the three battalions sta- 
tioned there to be taught foreign manceuvres under European inatruc- 
tion had, it appeared, being dissatisfied with the severity of their 
colonel, laid down their arms on parade, and marched in a body to 
Soochow to lay their grievances before the Governor of the Province ; 
but they were met half-way by a regiment sent for the purpose, and 
quietly marched back. Since then the colonel has, more Colestium, 
been dismissed, and matters have gone on as before; but the matiny 
has caused some to think that the camp which was established after 
the rebellion for the protection of Shanghai is a source of danger 
rather than benefit, as it would have been a serious matter, if, instead 
of proceeding without their arms to Soochow, they had marched down 
with them to Shanghai. It is rather to be hoped that it may lead to 
the abolition of the establishment. It may be that it is sound policy 
to strengthen the Chinese Government and render their armies effi- 
cient, but the presence of 1,500 well-armed men, under the feeble 
control of a corrupt mandarin, within a day’s march of the rich foreign 
settlements, is a doubtful bleasing, to say the least. 

The Christmas holidaya and New Year's festivities have passed off 
more quietly than in former years. There have been more balls, bat 
fewer big dinnere, and an entire absence of the orgies by which it was 
once thought necessary to celebrate the “season.” As Shanghai gets 
larger, and the number of ladies has increased, it has toned down, 
and the “sink of iniquity,” as the Duke of Somerset once called it 
has become, morally and socially, as it was before municipally, a model 
settlement. From Tientsin a startling ramour has come down that 
the Audience question has been conceded, but it lacks confirmation. 
Judging from what one hears, however, Mr. Wade's conciliatory policy 
is not unlikely to be crowned with success, and it is far from impos- 
sible that we may hear any day of the foreign Miniateras having been 
received. Whether it will result in any practical advantage that the 
Son of Heaven has been addressed in indifferent Chinese by the bare 
barian representatives is another matter. Let us hope, however, that 
it will be, and that the startling revolution by which Japan has, under 
the auspices of Sir Harry Parkes, been Europeanised, will be followed 
by as complete a change in China as has been effected there, and that 
another year or so will see China constructing railways and abolishing 
Budhism. Indeed, the time must come. The constant rabbing of 
Chinese against foreigners muat have its effect, and, as history teaches 
us, the predominance of the new ideas, already wide-spread through- 
out the land, will be startlingly sudden. The Japanese are, it ia said, 
to exchange the ratifications af their Treaty with China in a month or 
so, and their Consul is already beginning to show himself promi- 
nently in public matters. 

We were surprised the other day to see a notice in the home pe 
of the rottenness.of the commercial state of Shanghai. The fact is 
that, save the large concourse of lawyers assembled here just now, 
there are no signs of failure visible on the spot—indeed, land and 
property are steadily rising in value, aud everything seems prosperous, 
and to promise even better times to come. 





THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

The Pali Mall Gazette Feige the following remarks with reference 
to Sir Charles Wingfield'’s motion relative to the Chinese Coolie 
Traffic, which is to be brought before the House of Commons this 
evening :-— 

We have more than once within the last few months referred to the 
iniquities perpetrated in fartherance of what is in redlity a lave trade 
at Macao, in the China Seas, quite as much as in the South Sea Is- 
lands or on the coast of Africa. It is very true that it is no part of 
the duty either of the British nation or the British Government to 
undertake a promiscuous or quixotic crusade against coolie kidnapping 
in every quarter of the globe. But unquestinoably it is the daty of 
every Christian country and every civilised people to contribute to this 
end within the limit of their power. And it is not for Great Britain, 
which has already expended so much life and treagure in efforts to put 
an end to a traffic in slavery, and is even now engaged in this good 
work at Zanzibar and in the Fiji Islands, to hang back. It is incum- 
bent on all who have the cause of humanity at heart to give this mo- 
tion their warm support. Upwards of 20,000 Chinese subjects are 
annually shipped of from Macao under various flags—French, Portu- 
guese, Spanish, Italian, and Peruvian—for Callao, the guano islands, 
and elsewhere on that coast, never to be heard of more. No one of 
these thousands ever lives to come back and tell the tale of their 
wrongs and their sufferings. Even if philanthropic motives fail, the 
intereats of our own colonies should move the British Government to 
some more energetic action. They get no coolies from this miserable 
Portuguese colony ; nor, as a rule, is British shipping employed in the 
nefarious traffic. Indeed, nothing is more certain than the fact that 
while these abuses under Portuguese colonial rule are allowed to con- 
tinue, there will be no chance of a legitimate supply of labour being 
obtained from the treaty ports. The one great obstacle to a free emi- 
gration of Chinese coolies—the first, if not the greatest, certainly: 
to the British colonies, where labour is so much needed, lies in the 
kidnapping and other atrocities inseparable from the existing abuses 
beneath the shelter of the Portuguese flag and with the tacit or passive 
acquiescence of all the Treaty Powers. The Chinese Government is 
paralysed by the fear of their making common cause if effective ac- 
tion were taken against this miserable and half-aqueous colony, for 
the possession of which Portugal can show no valid title, either by 
conquest or treaty, and a town of mongrel inhabitants and a rock which 
they can turn to no better use than to harbour pirates and locate 
barracoons to the reproach of Western civilisation.
